Charlie, a full-blooded Sioux, and a 
Government scout, who came in from 
the Indian camp in the Bad Lands, 
report a bloody fight among the fol- 
lowers of the chiefs Short Bull and 
Two Strikes. Each claimed the lead- 
ership and each tried to secure it by 
force. The result is from twenty to 
fifty dead Indians. 

This report is verified by several 
friendlies wiso have been waiting for 
some time to escape to the agency. | 
As the spies took advantage of the 
fight to make their escape, it is not 
known yet which chief conquered. 
Large re-inforcements have come 
from Standing Rock and other agencies. 
The depredations of the Indians have 
been extended to the foot of the Black 
Hills. The Flying Bell herd, owned 
in the hills, has been captured. It is 
useless to talk of peace. There has 
been no attempt made on the part of 
the hostiles to move out of their en- 
trenechments since the peace council 
was held. None of the promises made 
then have been kept. There is great 
excitement here. 

It is said when the chiefs returned 
from the agency council, Two Strikes 
and his followers favored peace, but 
Kicking Bear, Short Bull and others, 
composing a majority of the camp, 
took a decided ground on the other 
side. The council lasted several 
hours, during which the excitement 
reached the highest pitch and finally 
broke up in a fight. The troops have 
received orders to be in readiness to 
march to Bad Lands. 

Morngarous, Dec. 12.—The Jour- 
nale New Rockford (N. D.) special 
says: New Rockford people slept on 
their arms last night. A party of 
Sioux camped near the town and kept 
up the ghost dance all night. The In- 
dians stole flour from the mill here 
until an armed guard was placed in 
the building. A few cattle were also 
killed. The settlers are coming in 
from all directions this morning. 


Omana, Dec. 12.—Nearly six hun-

MET_ON THE TRAIL 


The Path so Narrow That Neither 
Could Pass Hia Foe. 


Death Wos Isevitable for One, sad Be 
Chese His Own Way—A Thrilling Trag- 
e@y tin the Pinal Mouataizse of 
Southern Arizona. 


We had followed the right-hand side 
of the gorge up to noon, when we built 
a fire and prepared for dinner, writes a 
correspondent of the Detroit Free Press. 
At no time were we less than one hun- 
dred feet above the bottom, and some- 
times the height was doubled. 

I have spoken of itasagorge. It was 
one of the great rifts in the Pinal 
mountains of Southern Arizona — in 
some places a valley half a mile wide— 
in others a narrow, deep and dismal can- 
yon not more than_fifty feet across. 

Opposite us as We rested, and not over 
a quarter of a mile away, the wall of 
the canyon was almost straight up and 
down and entirely clear of tree or bush. 
It was higher on that side than on ours— 
a fall of two hundred feet to the rocks 
below. We were sipping our coffee, 
when we suddenly caught sight of an 
object moving along the face of the op- 
posite cliff. We could notsee it, but there 
was evidently a ledge which furnished 
afoot-path. We at first took the object 
for a bear, but no sooner had the old 
trapper goton his feet than he observed: 

„It's only a mountain pony, boys.” 

It was a chestnut-colored pony weigh- 
ing about five hundred pounds, with a 
very shaggy coat. He was a descendant 
of the wild horse of the plains, but in- 
stead of following them over the prai- 
ries he had taken to the hills. His 
breed used to be as numerous in the 
Pinals as goats, and they had the com- 
pany of large numbers of buffaloes 
which never descended to the valleys.

GOLD NOP WANTED. 
Objections to It Use in Ordizary Busi- 
nets Transactions. 

Do you know that gold is the most 
unwieldy of all the different kinds of 
money now in circulation?” said a prom- 
inent banker to a representative of the 
New York Press. 

Why so?” was asked. 

„Because it is not bankable without 
careful scrutiny.” 

How is that?” 

“Simply this. Take a greenback, a 
silver certificate, a gold certificate or a 
National bank note to your bank and it 
is received and placed to your credit 
without delay. Not so with gold. A 
few days ago a gentleman brought to our 
bank upward of $3,000in gold of differ- 
ant denominations and was much pro- 
voked because we would not receive it 
forthwith and give him credit for the 
amount the faces of the coin represent- 
ed. This we could not do because the 
law requires tLat gold shall pe redeemed 
only at its actual value. Coins carried 
in the pocket for any length of time 
naturally lose something in weigbt by 
abrasion, probably but a fractional part 
of a cent on a $10 coin, but it is a loss 
nevertheless, and therefore bankers can 
not give credit for gold deposits until 
the coin shall have been weighed. 

“In the case in point my friend took 
bis gold to the Treasury Department 
and was compelled to wait there for 
nearly an hour before he could get notes 
for it Every coin had to be passed 
through the scales, and after the 
weighing process had been completed 
three coins—two $5 pieces and one $10 
piece were returned to him as short in 
weight. Before returning short-weicht 
coins the department stamps on the face 
of each a cross. The owner is left to 
either send the coins to the United 
States mint for redemption or to again 
put them in circulation. Eventually the 
coins with crosses on their faces will go 
to the mint and be redeemed at their 
In many instances there 
may be more than several cents’ short- 
age = $50 worth of coin. Business 
men, however, naturally object to the 
inconvenience, and get rid of their goid 
as fast as possible.”
